This latter is 
a valuable supplement to the grain 
ration. 

The quantity of meal fed must be 
determined by the feeder depending 


upon the condition of the stock. 
Growing stock require from three 
and one-half to four per cent of 


their live weight per day during the 
growing period and a little more for 
finishing.
